Happy Bedtime 
The end of a small child’s day 
should be a happy time, Most parents 
are convinced of this, but a great 
many mothers and fathers will confess 
that this ideal is not easy to accom- 
plish. In the evening, parents are often 
fatigued after a busy and sometimes 
worrying day. Children who have play- 
ed hard outdoors are tired too, al 


¥ ¥ though they will not admit it! Tired 
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parents and weary children are apt to 
conflict and bedtime becomes a scene 
of struggle instead of a happy time. 

A healthy baby spends more hours 
asleep than awake, but as a child 
grows older he has more and more 
hours awake, There is no one rule 
whieh fits all children, but medical 
authorities agree that a table like the 
following forms a guide to the parent 
in judging whether or not his child 
is getting enough sleep. 

One to Two years—from fourteen 
to seventeen hours, 

Two to Three years—from thirteen 
to fifteen hours 

From Five to Six years—eleven 
hours at night. 

These “sleep hours” include an after 
noon nap for the small child and a 
daytime or a rest period for the school 
child of four or five. If a mother finds 
her child unwilling to go to bed in the 
evening, because he is not sleepy, she 
may have to cut down on the length 
of this nap time 
The evening meal for children 
should be easily digested and served 
early enough so that there is no sense 
of rush or hurry at bedtime. A child 
should have some time for fun, if pos- 
sible with father who has been away 
at work during the day. Strenuous 
over-exciting “rough house” should be 
avoided, It is hard for many children 
to relax and go to sleep after too much 
stimulation. There should be a gradual 
let-down of excitement and activity 
as their day draws to a close. 

“I'll put you to bed!" should never 
be used as an angry threat, or as 
punishment for misbehaviour. Rather 
bed time associations should be pleas- 
ant. In musical families a few minutes 
to listen to music or to sing is a real 
treat which children love. Bedtime 
is picture-book and reading aloud time 
in countless homes and this is an ex- 
cellent practice. When a child learns 
to read well himself, he should have 
the opportunity not only to read to 
himself, but also to younger members 
in the family at bedtime. People of 
all ages find in the pages of a book 
an open door to relaxation from the 
tensions and strains of the day. Books 
should be among the necessities of 


the home and not looked on as an 


“extra”, 

During the necessary routine of un- 
dressing, and going to the toilet, 
washing or having a warm bath and 
getting into night clothes, a child 
should not be admonished constantly 


to ‘hurry-up'! At the same time there 
should be a definite place on the clock, 
whether it is seven or seven thirty or 
eight for an older child, which is re- 
garded as “bed-time”. This can be 
flexible on special occasions, but a 
child must understand that as a rule 
there is a point when his prayers are 
said, he is tucked in, the light is turn- 
ed out, and he is left alone. Slumber 
time has arrived! 

Mothers often discover that a child 
will confide anxieties or unhappiness 
just before he goes to sleep. A child is 
helped by being able to te'l his trou- 
bles to a friendly grown up. A com- 
fortable mattress, a certain amount 
of quiet, a proper temperature, a dark- 
ened room, light but sufficient covers 
are all a help to sound sleep, In spite 
of carefull planning, occasionally a 
child will wake during the night or 
find it difficult to get to sleep. 

With experience parents usually dis- 
cover that thelr attitude has to be a 
mixture of 
Going to sleep is not a matter of turn- 
ing off the light. A happy end toa 


patience and firmness. 


; child's day depends on many factors 


parents who are not too tired, healthy 
children who are accustomed to a 
schedule, 
ditions and pleasant bed time assocla- 
tions. Happy bed time doesn’t just 
“happen” but it is a very important 
goal in child training. There is no 


satisfactory physical con- 


moment in the whole day quite so re- 
warding as the very end of their day 
when mother and father look at their 
sleeping child, sound asleep in the 
perfectly relaxed way a little child 
sleeps. In their hearts they echo a 
prayer for the safety of their loved 
ones,
